I beg to draw your attention to the case of 
Lieut.

Lieut. Fawlds enlisted as a Sapper in the 2nd Field 
Company, Canadian Engineers, at Toronto, August 15th 1914, and 
proceeded to France with that Company. As a reward of hard 
earnest work he was promoted to the rank of Lieutenant in 
August 1918, and served on the Intelligence Staff of the 
2nd Brigede, lst Canadian Division, until he returned to 
Canada on demobilization on March 24th 1919. 


Prior to enlistment, Lieut. Fawldshed ettended the 
School of Science at Toronto in the years 1909,1910 and 1911. 
In thet year, as is generally done, took a position in order 
to gain practical experience in engineering and was about to 
return to his studies at the University when war was declared 
and he answered the call to arms. 


From Mr. Fawlds army record it is apparent that 
he has made good as an engineer in the ermy, and it is therefore 
urged that the University of Toronto show their appreciation 
of his services by granting him his final year and conferring 
upon him the degree of B.Sc. in order that he may at once 
enter into the profession of engineering.
